RECORDINGS 

“We often order 45 copies of a 
single title of popular fiction 一 
and we still can't satisfy the 
demand 一 they never sit on the 
shelves,”VWong reported 

Most of the books are educa- 
tional，with ESL (English as a 
Second Language) and citizenship 
textbooks the most popular，fol- 
lowed by science， 

The library also loans out 
language Tecords and cassettes， 

There's a big demand for 
English texts，and we've spent 3 
lot of money for ESL texts，We 
also_ have records and cassetttes 
Which patrons can sign out for 
thbree weeks,” Wong noted， 

The library still offers some 
recorqings of po ular Asian and 
American music, but theft has cut 
down on the collection ， and Wong 
said the budget for popular 
recordings has been decreased 
while that for educational record- 


ing has been increased. 


“Last year we spent $500 on 
popular Vietnamese recordings， 
and within three weeks, they'd all 
been stolen. It was probably 
tbhe workof the same person or few 
people，but it's still frustrating.

Most of the Vietnamese 
language Pubjlications are more 
expensive than their counterparts 
in Chinese or English language， 
All are printed in the US，and 
many come from southern Cali- 
fornia and are Drinted on a low- 
budget，some appearing to have 
been xeroxed. Many are trans- 
lations of Chinese gung-fu novels 
and romances; dictionaries and 
English texts are also numerous， 
They are selected on the basis of 
Teviews and personal reviews by a 
volunteer Vietnamese page at the 
library. 

Two Vietnamese tabloids 
printed ip the US have been Sub- 
scribed to for next year, They're 
the two most popular，but they're 
expensive. But at least they've 
been around for a while，so_ we 
don't have to_ worry about them， 
folding,”Wong said, ， 

The Chinese'language books 
come mostly from Hong 玉 ong， 
Taiwan and mainland China. 
According to the Chinese-lan- 
guage librarians Doris Tseng and 
Lorna Chee, the selections are 
based on the atithors，reviews of 
the books and requests made by 
patrons，who may either want to 
read the book or may have already 
read the book and feel it would be 
a worthwhile addition to the 
collection. 

Tseng estimated that perhaps 
20% of the Chinese language - 
materials are in simplified charac- 
ters，reflecting the increase of 
cultural ,exchanges between the 
US and China，as well as the 

owing numbers of immigrants 
疯 m mainland China who read 
Simplified characters， 

Of the Chinese-language per 
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as a Second Language (ESL) 
classes， 

The rejection came as a Surprise

RECOVERIES 

“There is a problem with the 
restitution issue, We have a strong 
difference of opinion between the 
district attorney and us,” declared 
卫 dwin Lee,， one of the Asian Law 
Caucus attorneys representing the 
women. Since the 王 mployment 
Development Department was 
.able to recover Imoney' from the 
employers，there shouldq not be a 
“double recovery,，he argued. 

One of his caucus colleagues， 
Michael Wong，who also repre- 
sented the workers，pointed out 
that they were in a strong position 
to_ get diversion and no restitu- 
tion, since the DA already hadtwo 
large recoveries from employers， 

According to Hugh Levine， 
assistant district attorney，the 
department has recovered $5,000， 
with a promissory note for an 
additional $15,000 from Golden 
Sewing，one of the factories 
charged in the case， He also 
ITeported that Naline，the second 
factory involved had trans- 
ferred ten acres of land in 
southern California to the depart- 
ment，and perhaps some addi- 
tional amount derived from other 
property. He is dissatisfied with 
the recovery plan, however. 

“The Internal Revenue Service 
has substantial liens against the 
(other) property owned by the 
corporation ...and the (Naline 
attorney) Says the (10-acre) land is 


not worth much at all,” he :

The land goes to the depart- 
ment which decides what they 
want to do with the property 
which is why his office has not 
requested an independent apprai- 
sal of the land to_ determine its 
actual worth .

Arguing that what he wants is a

Influence Increase in SAT Scores? 


NEW YORK 一 For the first 
time in 19 years，scores on the 
college entrance exam have risen 
伍 om the Previous year，and a 
primary factor in the increase was 
substantially_ improved scores 
among minority students， 

Minority scores on the Scholas- 
tic Aptitude Test (SAT) had 
lagged significantly behind the 
Scores of white students，The 
Tecent increases by minority stu- 
dents“indicates that as a whole， 
mijinority students are making pro- 
gress in closing the gap between- 
their scores and those of the white 
majority,” according to the Col- 
lege Board, which gives the test， 

BASICS 


Blacks posted the largest im- 
CIeases in Scores，going from a 
combined score of 686-in 1976 to 
707 in 1982. (The test is admin- 
istered in two sections, verbal and 
math，With each section scored 
from 200 to 800. The combined 
Score indicates the sum of the 

.Scores in each section,.) White 
Scores dqecreased slightly from 944 
in 1976 to 927 ip 1982，Asian 
人 American Scores also decreased 
slightly, from 932 in 1976 to 911 in 
1982. 

Yori Wada，a_ member of the 
Board of Regents of the University

improved scores were due partly 
to a back to basics”approach in 
the nation'sschools， 

“Teachers are stressing basic 
reading，writing and math skills， 
The quality of teachers and their 
methods of teaching are also 
improving,”he said，noting that 
there is a greater emphasis being 
placed on teacher effectiveness 
evaluations，

Asian American Theater Com- 
pany， 

“This is one of many activities 
generated by the Shanghai 
Friendship Committee. .. .One of 
the major objectives is to observe 
and to attend theater perfor- 
mances，dramatic plays，and to 
observe classroom instruction at 
ACT... .Through the acting we 
can understand the current state 
of theater in this country,”Luo 
Yizhi，director of the Shanghai 
Peoples Arts Theater，explained 
throtgh an interpreter. 


REFLECTIONS 

During their tour，the group 
attended 18 plays，with AATCs 
being the final one，and visited 
New York,， Washington, DC., San 
Diego, and Los Angeles, as well as 
SF. They also made a brief visit to 
Tijuana,， Mexico, 

In spite of the briefness of their 
stay，the group made several 
observations on the differences 
between plays produced here and 
those in Shanghai. 

“Regarding modern drama, the 
majority'.of plays produced in 
Shanghai are reflections of life of 
the Chinese people. Some of the 
plays produced in the US reflect 
the_life of American people，but 
there are also some classical plays 
such as thosebyShakespeare,Ibsen 
and the opera Figaro，”Luo ex- 
Plained. 

A primary difference is the 
extent of government support of 
the arts，One AATC board 
member expressed concern about 
staff cuts for both ACT and the 
Asian American_ group because of 
decreasing funds， His statement 
sparked Luo to comment,， “In the 
old days when China was semi-

At this remark，the largely 
youthful group chuckled their 
understanding and assent.“Its the 
same herel” exclaimed board 
president Kent Hori.， As is true 
with many other drama groups， 
the theater company must rely on 
donations and volunteer time and 
energy in order to produce its 
Plays. 

“(Now) we are trying our best to 
produce plays that reflect lives of 
contemporary Chinese people. We 
dont have to worry about our 
livelihood. We have a stable job 
and stable salary，5so there's no 
threat of starving,”Luo said . 


As he gazed about the faces in 
the small room，Luo half-joking- 
ly observed, “You are not over- 
come by financial difficujlties look- 
ing at your faces，your complex - 
ion . 

The Chinese visitors expressed 
amazement that a group even 3s 
large as ACT “still has to _collect 
funds from individuals to survive， 
and funds provided by the govern- 
ment are very limited.… 

PLAYWRIGHTS 

Unlike some other groups in 
China which are collectively 
Owned，the three groups repre- 
sented, the People's Arts Theater， 
the Shanghai Youth Troupe and 
the Shanghai Drama Institute 
represented by qdqeputy dean of 
drama Ren He，are state-owned 
and all receive state funds， 

“Playwrights are paid like other 
artists 一 by the state,”Ren ex- 
plained，adding that his theater 
has a“special department for 
creative Writers and playwrights， 
It's like having a playwright in the 
company all the time.”The other 


.two companies also_ have several 
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writers in residence. 

However，even with play- 
Wrights in the company，there is 
no guarantee of a play each year. 

“Occasionally they travel to 
neighboring areas to gather infor- 
mation . . . .They enterthe real life 
to collect raw materials.. .Their 
jobs and living-are guaranteed by 
the state and the state also 
provides them with sufficient 
living conditions,” Luo explained. 

Though thetravelers had visited 
two other cities which boast Asian 
American drama groups 一 工 os 
Angeles and New York 一 SF's own 
Asian American Theater Com- 
pany was the only- one they 
Specifically requestedto see，Bob 
Martin .from the board felt this 
decision by the' group to View at 
least one'Asian American play w 讶 
help to give them another perspec- 
tive on American drama， 

PROGRESS 

“Productions from the US to 
China are Dot representative of 
ethnics，such- as Asians，blacks， 
Hispanics and Women. A lot of 
theater that goes international 
does not represent the majority of 
whatrthis group is all about;,”he 
noted . 

According to Emilya 
Cachapero，a Imember of the 
AATC acting cormpany and also a 
staff person for ACT, the host 
theater for the exchange，this is 
just the first phase. In the second 
phase，Sscheduled to _ take place 
before the end of the year，ACT 
people w 记 visit China, and there 


will be an exchange of instruc-- 


tors. For the third phase， ACT 
and the Shanghai Drama Institute

As the evening wound down， 
Luo shared with the theater some 
words of encouragement. 

“We hope you continue to make

SAN FRANCISCO 一 Since she 
began her private SF practice in 
Psychotherapy and bioener- 
getics in 1977，Namncy Wang，a 
Social worker with a master?S 
degree from the University of Wis- 
consin,， has followed a theory that 
integrates both verbal and body 
therapies to address the needs of 
her primarily Asian American 
clients. 

Though she usually begins by 
just talking with most of her 
clients，Wang likes to introduce 
them to the idqea of how their 
bodies can tell them what parts:of 
their lives might benefit from 
change. 

STAND 

“Bioenergetics is scary fofr a lot 
of people... .Asimplification of 让 
is like bodqy language which looks 
at movement. (Bioenergetics) 
looks at the body standing stil.. . 
I look at how people stand，hold 
their muscles，where their energy 
blocks are and how their skele- 


tons are stacked together. This、 


tells me where the main areas of 
conflict are,”she explained. 


For Asians，she observed，the 
most common problem is a“block 
in the chest.” Wang explained,，“It 
has to do with more difficulties in 
reaching out and being open， Its 
not that there arent love feel- 
ings; it's an inhibition that takes 
Place.” 

She posited that the problems 
begins at an early age, “In the 
Chinese culture, historically child- 
ren are loved affectionately and 
openly 一 up to age six or seven， Its 
the same here (in the US);, too. At 
age seven OF 8S0，Ssuddenly they're 
treated like little adults.:. .They 
have to be responsible，studious， 
and involved with helping raise 
other kids or working in the 
Store,” 

Wang，who says she looks for 
symptoms such as shallow breath- 
ing and. tightness around the 
shoulders，explained,“The chest， 
where all that love and softness 
were  _ before， hardens and 
stiffens. ”One step she uses to 
release that ripgidity involves 


learning how to say “mo,2” 
INCRAINED

give my clients a tennis racquet 
and have them hit a pillow on the 
bed. While they do that，they say

The former consultant to the 
Department of Health also cited 
teaching Asians how to overcome

Imight mean it, In Chinese culture， 
让 neighbors say “Your childq is so 
good，the response is 人 No，he's a 
good for nothing.”This is very 
confusing to the child 证 he's not 
aware of where (the reason for) 
that response comes from .” 


Eor Wang, who grew up in a 
largely white neighborhood, a trip 
to Asia im 1978-79 gave her the 
deeper Understanding she needed 
about being Asian in America， 
and the opportunity to express 
herself as part of a majority. 


CORE 

“As we go farther and farther 
away from being immigrants，we 
lose (more) understanding of our 
Asian background.. .We get 
layered by Americanization，but 
the core is still Asian。 Unless we 
understand that，we misinterpret 
OUI own behavior and _ what we 
arefeeling， shesaid. 

Most of Wang's clients are third 
or fourth generation Chinese and 
Japanese，Many are single or 
divorced men and women who 
bring with them questions about 
their relationships and the“gap” 
they feel in their lives.， Very few 
Tecent immigrants have utilized 
Wang's services. 

“Thereapy is a luxury when 
you re still at a Survival level. For 
the first generation imrmaigrant， it's

Of the eight dances presented 
by Twyla Tharp's company at the 
Warfield last week (Oct. 27-3]1)， 
Short Stories and Bad Smnelk are 
defnitely the most controversial. 
In comparison，Nine Simndtra 
Songs,，a new dance consisting of 
duets for seven couples，resembles 
.a Senile old lady's harmless ram- 
bling; and Sues ZLeg，one of the 
company'Ss Signature pieces， 
appears a jlittle limpy and overly 
long. 

It is not immediately clear how 
much responsibility should be 
Placed on the dancers. Tharp ob- 
Viously prefers her dances to have 
an Untrimmed look，as if she 
would rather spend her time 
creating another piece of work 
than to polish an existing one. 
Since her choreography derives a 
good deal from :everyday move- 
ments，delivery .plays an impor- 
tant part in giving the audience a 
clear view of the choreographer's 
intention.， There is nothing bnut 
dancing in the dances. 


WOMEN 

Tharp's present company，with 
the exception of two or three 
Imembers, is so untidy technically， 
that 让 sometimes seems sloppy and 
insensitive.

On an international scale，Yeo's 
is expanding rapidly，Under the 
direction of Alan Yeo，a descen- 
dant of the original Yeo family 
who started the business in China， 
the company now maintains 
branches in six countries including 
the US and Canada. 

The parent company in Singa- 
pore went public about two years 
ago but the Yeo family continues 
to maintain firm control of the 
business，Incidentally，Yeo Hiap 
Seng, the full name of Yeo's, is not 
taken from the name of its 
founder, It simply means“success 
through Yeo family cooperation.” 

Yeos had a plant in San Jose 
about a year ago，manufacturing 
mostly soya bean drinks from soya 
beans grown in the Midwest. The 
operation，which used to employ 
more than 50 workers, is now shut 
down，and the company has 
Teverted to importing and 
distributing with a more modest 
stafft of 12. The soya bean drinks， 
now being manufactured in 
Singapore，still use some beans 
fom the Miqdwest,， 

TRANSPORTATION 

Nong cited the recession and 
high production costs as the main 
reasons for closing the San Jose 
Plant. < 

“Transportation cost is a major 


factor，too,”added Frank Fang. 


“It cost us about $1,300 to ship a 
container load from Singapore to 


the West Coast, and about $1,400 


to $1,550 from Singapore to New 
York,.

COMPETITION 

Yeosis now putting more effort 
into_ promoting its products. Ac- 
cording to Arthur 玉 oo，president 
of the advertising agency that 
handles Yeo's account, his client is 
Spending about 3% of its total 
sales figures in advertising. 

“Were still aiming mainly at 
the Asian market,”said Arthur 
下 oo，citing Chinese newspapers 
and radio broadcast as the main 
advertising channels. Recent 
advertisements for its soya bean 
drink carry the slogan “milk of the 
land,” strongly implying its 
naturalness which is the catch- 
word (perhaps a cliche by now) ip 
our health conscious society, 

How does Yeo see its competi- 
tion with Vitasoyp?“Our products 
are different,”Fang said.“Their 
main line is juices (fruit drinks)， 
we emphasize teas.” He was，of 
course，referring to their secon-- 
aory products，and Vitasoy does 
market teas similar to those from 


-Yeo's. 


But that aside，the primary 
battleground is still in the soya 
bean drinks.“Well， our quality is 
better. Ours is more natural， and 
our wholesale prices are about 10 
to 15% cheaper,”Fang con- 
tended. 

Tsui，on the other hand， 
claimed that Vitasoy is the best. 
“We don't see much competition. 
Our product is unique andwehave 
a good image,”he remarked. 
“Our qualjlity is the best and we 
provide good after-sales ser- 
Vice,” 

Yeo's soya drink lists water， 
extract of soya bean，and cane 
sugar as the ingredients，Vitasoy 
Soya drink lists water，soya bean 
extract，SUugar，ITapeseed oil，and 
salt. Neither product contains

Which is better? To find out for 
myself，I splurged and boughbt a 
package of each (they cost about 
the same,，around 35c each) for a 
taste COmparison，Vitasoy tasted
